THE SHOT FIRED AT BRUSSELS 
WAS THE FIRST ATTEMPT ON 
THE LIFE OF THE PRINCE. 


It Recalls the Many Efforts Made in 
the Past to Remove Queen Vic- 
toria by Assassin Hands. 


BRUSSELS, April 5.—Investigation proves 
premeditation in the attempt to assassinute 
the Prince of Wales. 

One version of Sipido'’s statement is 
he deciared that he conimitted the ac 
cause he was_ar Anarchist and he did nut 
allude to South Africa.

NEW YORK, April 5.—Discussing the 
condition of the tron and metal trades the 
Iron Age to-day says: 

An event of great importance is the com- 
pletion of the consolidation of Western 
sheet mills under the name of the Ameri- 
can Sheet Mill Co., with the Apollo Iron 
and Sieel Co. included. This makes the 
organization much more potent in the 
geheet trade than if the Apollo had con- 
tinued as an independent establishment. 


The absorption of this great company, the 
largest producer of sheets in the word, is 
@ triumph for the promoters of the con- 
soliiation. Those whose interests require 
them to make some decision relative to the 
probabie couree of the iron market are in

FIRST USE OF FUNERAL CAR. 


VACCINATED AT THE FE- 
MALE HOSPITAL.

Two strange features make the death and 
gduneral of Mrs. Lezette Milz remarkaWe. 

Her death was due to bloodpolsoning re- 
éulting from vaccination. 

Her burial furnishes the occasion for the 
first use of a funeral street car in St. Louts, 

Mrs. Milz died at 3845 Chouteau avenue 
Tuesday. She was 69 years old and was 
vaccinated three weeks ago at the Female 
Hospital. 

Her relatives say 
against her protests.

A few days later her arm swelled and she 
was forced to take to her bed. Dr. J. H. 
Simon. living on Manchester avenue Was 
calied. He found the patient in an ad- 
vanced siage of blood poisoning, the arm 
where she was vaccinated was swollen 
thrice the usual size. It was inflamed and 


bluish-brown. 
The indications showed that the vaccine 
used on Mrs. Milz at the Female Hospital 


was probably contaminated. 

Dr. Simon treated the patient, but told 
her famiiy that the case was hopeless. 
The woman was in agony during the great- 
er part of her illness 

The death certilicate signed by Dr. Si- 
gon gives the cause of her death, “cellu- 
litis of arm, caused by vaccination.” Ne- 
phritis ts: given as a coniributing cause. 

Dr. Simon was seen Thursday. He said: 
“Mrse. Miiz death was oaused by vaccin- 
atior, a poor qviil iniroduced the disease. 
In the death certificate 1 siated that vac- 
cination Was responsibie for her death and 
I will stand on that.

WHY DOES HE NOT ACT? 


Nine members of the February grandjury told the Mayor 
Wednesday morning some plain truthS which he cannot 
evade or ignore. 

Replying to his request to supply him with information re- 
garding misdoing in the supply commissioner's office, 
grandjurors submit these statements of fact: 

In the grandjury report’ the supply commissioner was 
charged with buying goods from favored firms in a favored 
locality. Large stores that have supplied the city for years, 
content with a profit of 5 to 10 per cent, are suddenly cut off, 
and other houses @re given the business at a profit of 40 to 50 
per cent, the cry losing thousands annually. 

It has come tc Mr. Furth’s notice that the city has paid from 
100 to 156 per cent for goods more than they could have been 
bought for from well known business houses. 

Thetfe is evidence that carbon paper, which sells for $3 per 
100sheets in every retal] store in the city, is bought by the city 
for $10 to $12 per 100 sheets. 

lt has been demonstrated that all the supplies of the city 
are accepted or the word ot the contractor as to weight and 
Ineasurement. 

The city pays $120 for 100. fire alarm keys which cost $40. 

Requisition from the Poorhouse for 2000 yards of stuff cost- 
Ing $190, was raised 800 yards. These goods were bought with- 
out advertising. 

Otficials connected with the supply commissioner’s office 
have approached merchants with offers understood to mean 
that the city would pay large prices if something went to the 
officials. 

Jackets for paupers that used to cost $8 now cost $20. 

Coal bills have been presented for amounts absolutely larger 
than the entire capacity of the places where the fuel was 
stored. Tickets have been offered at the city hall calling for 
19,500 pounds of coal—all on a two-horse wagon. 

All this is direct and explicit. It was explained that an in- 
dictment was not returned because the assistant circuit at- 
torney advised the grandiury that there was no evidence of 
bribery or fraud on the part of the supply commissioner. 

jsut this is no reason why the Mayor should not accept the 
facts as stated and proceed with the investigation recom- 
mended. To say that specific charges must be made is absurd. 
He has facts encugh and more are promised. 

If the Mayor is not trying to protect wrongdoers why does 
he not act?

Two iet- 
ters told how he had met death. 

Brauch was 49 years old, a eaddiler, and 
lived with his wife and twe« He had 
been out of work for some time and was 
despondent. This much was told in the let- 
ters. One letter was addressed to hia wife 
and the other to his eldes* eon. 

The Brauch family a!wnays arose early. 
It is supposed that Brauch got up at 5b 
o'clock and »\uilt a fire in the kitchen stove 
He was #0 gulet about his movements that 
his wife was not awakened. 

He awakened his wife about 5:30 o'clock 
by kissing her. He told her it wae time to 
get up and prepare breakfast. Then he 
turn and went downstairs to the bvase- 
ment. There was nothing U.nusu il about 4s 
actions or words, and Mes. Brauch took 
her time about dreesing as usu: 2. aml then 
set about to nrepare the morning meal, 

Her duties called her to the basement and 
she was sing'ng as she descended the cel- 
jar Steps. She had proceeded half way 
e@cross the fluor before she saw anything. 
Then she saw the figure of her husbard 
aitting in a chair. She ceased einging to 
eek him whut he was doing. As she drew 
nearer she saw that he was dead. 
She screamed one scream of terror 
gank to the floor at the feet of her dead 
husband. Dan Brauch, the eldest son, 
héeard his mother's ecream and hastened to 
the baseme't.
